I cannot write temperately of the Temple of the Scottish Rite in Washington. I never see it without an uplifting 
of the heart; it is so vitalized an expression of imaginative power. That is what, essentially, it had to be. The antique 
rites of free-masonry function in a kind of withdrawal from the world. Their appeal is to the human mind and soul 
but they remain enveloped in an aloof quietude, in mystery. To clothe the idea to which his temple is dedicated, Pope 
had to forego many of those visible affirmations which are so characteristic of say, a Gothic cathedral. He had to 
fashion an almost windowless edifice. Even his doorways had to be as it were, discreet apertures in great silent walls. 
Weight, might, a kind of massy simplicity, these were the factors with which he had to deal, above all in a grand 
unity, and he had to do this without heaviness. He had to use the style of the ancients without being merely archaeo- 
logical, for if he was to be true to the masonic ideal he had to be humanly sympathetic. 


He succeeded, I think, primarily because he saw his problem steadily and saw it whole, saw it in the mass proceed- 
ing inevitably from his plan. But I seem to see the pure artist in him rising to a wonderfully felicitous investiture 
of the mass with that garment of design which makes a work of architecture not only imposing but friendly. He broke 
the fabric up into massive stages, starting with a base beautifully proportioned to the upper sections, and when he 
reached what I would call the major member of the scheme he enframed it in fluted pillars that make a veritable 
rhythmic music in their march. How they lighten the austere composition! How their gracious lines and the play of 4 
light over their surfaces impart a delightful motive into an ensemble of more than classical, of positively Egyptian, 
solemnity! 


That is where Pope's imagination tempers the severity of his scholarship. Nominally, I suppose, one must think 
of the past as one stands in the shadow of this monument. Nominally one reverts to the tremendous pile of Hali- a 
carnassus and recognizes the modern architect's debt to the ancestor of all funerary monuments. He is true to it in ] 
nothing more conspicuously than in that very procession of Ionic columns to which I have referred. But let the stu- 
dent overhaul the old restorations of King Mausolos his tomb and ask himself, in all frankness, if there is a trace of { 
anything like pedantic emulation in Pope's superb design. Rather, as I see it, he has taken a canon of antiquity and 
rehandled it in perfect freedom, used an historic idiom only to place upon it an accent of his own. It is the accent of i 
the grand style employed as a man employs his mother tongue. In this building a creative artist speaks out loud and es 
bold, in clear, vibrant tones. We have in America no monumental structure in which line and mass are fused more 
organically, more powerfully, more beautifully. The plate in this book which shows the Temple at night, enhanced 
in effect by the incidence of artificial light, reminds us that, at moments, it can be, among other things, picturesque. 
But that is only a fleeting aspect. The true test of it comes in the pitiless light of a cold, gray day. Then its greatness A 
as a living building is only the more profoundly manifest. Pope has done many noble buildings but the Temple of 
the Scottish Rite remains, in my opinion, his masterpiece. There his style met with an opportunity that was unique. 


That he has style is the assurance of his doing all manner of things with distinction. Witness the Union Station 
at Richmond, with its dome and its pillared front, a structure dedicated to prosaic uses but lifted well out of the 
category of prose. Witness the beauty of the two Roosevelt Memorials, the one at New York and the one at Wash- 
ington. The first of these triumphs through a sort of purified Roman splendor and is deeply satisfying, but | confess 
that the Washington Memorial moves me even more, perhaps because it is so original in its exquisite balance of the 
elements of stone and water brought together. I think again, as I study the drawings, of that sentient company of 
columns in the Temple of the Scottish Rite and of its subtle mitigation of bleak grandeur. In his idea for the Roose- 
velt Memorial at Washington, Pope once more called up great ranks of marble pillars and he so consummately pro- i
